A HAVERHILL school, which has 
seen a marked improvement in 
standards, is set to become an All 
Through Academy. 

Castle Manor Business and Ent¬ 
erprise College's dream of achieving 
the status will mean it can cater for 
children and young people aged 5 
to 19. 

The college was listed in a Government 
report this week which says it was once 
again ranked in the top 200 most improved 
schools in the country this year and has 
made “remarkable progress”. 

It recommends fast-tracking the college to 
All Through Academy status, which aims to 
provide smoother progression and support 
for children at all stages of their education, 
leading to further rises in standards. 

The recommendation formed part of an 
independent review of National Challenge 
Schools in Suffolk. The review was cond¬ 
ucted in November last year and made a 
series of recommendations to the Secretary 
of State for Education, which were approved 
and published in the report this week. 

Castle Manor’s bid to become an All 
Through School stretches back to 2003 when 
Madeleine Vigar was appointed as head¬ 
teacher. 

Ms Vigar said: “I am absolutely delighted 
with this news.

Gill, 59, was diagnosed with MS 
in 1998 and her condition has got 
progressively worse since then. 
She used to run a wool shop in 
Haverhill, but was forced to give 
up her business because of her 
illness and her husband David 
now also acts as her carer. 

Despite increasing pain in her 
body, Gill of Kestrel Road, 
Haverhill, has continued to

attend regular swimming 
sessions at Haverhill Leisure 
Centre. When she saw a banner 
up for the Swimathon in aid of 
the Marie Curie cancer charity on 
April 18 and 19, Gill was deter¬ 
mined to join in. 

She said: “Things started to go 
wrong before I was diagnosed. 
You tumble holding a cup or trip 
on a kerb. You don’t put it down 
to anything in particular, but it all 
adds up in the end. Things are 
getting worse, I am always in 
such terrible pain, it is absolutely 
awful. I take morphine and use 


pain patches every day and it 
does take the edge off it, but does 
not stop it completely. 

“I cannot swim properly 
because my legs won’t let me. It 
makes my legs worse, but I do it 
because it makes my mind feel 
better. I thought the swim is 
something I can do. It will be a 
challenge and I won’t be able to 
do it over the two days, so I am 
going to add up the lengths I do 
over the next four weeks. I don’t 
know how far I will get, but I will 
do what I can.”

In this year’s national league tables Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise College 
demonstrated that its students have made 
outstanding progress.

Community groups call 
for use of school sites

SCHOOLS set to close in 
Haverhill next year should 
be handed over for comm¬ 
unity use, residents say 

As part of a reorganisation of 
the education system in Suffolk, 
Westfield Primary, Chalkstone and 
Castle Hill Middle schools will no 
longer be used and Suffolk County 
Council is seeking views on what 
should be done with them. 

An open meeting called by town 
mayor Elaine McManus to discuss 
the issue this week attracted local 
community groups which 
currently use school grounds in 
the evenings. 

Plans have already been put 
forward to create a replacement 
for the Place Court residential 
home for the elderly in Camps 
Road with a new building at the 
Chalkstone site. 

A specialist school for pupils 
with special needs could also be 
established in the other two 
schools, saving around 30 
Haverhill pupils a trip to facilities 
at Stowmarket, Wickhambrook 
and Sudbury each day. 

This plan was supported at the 
meeting, but those present also 
want buildings made available for 
community use. A report by 
Suffolk County Council suggested 
that other schools would be able 
to absorb current users, but many 
at the meeting disagreed. 

Town clerk Gordon Mussett said 
those at the meeting were from 
the badminton club, Scouts and 
Guides, the River of Life Church, 
the athletics club, the local history 
group, and the flower club. 

Mr Mussett said he would now 
investigate whether some kind of 
“consolidated” bid could be made 
for specialist school use at 
Westfield or Castle Hill during the 
day, combined with use by various 
community groups in the evening. 

He said: “It was a really good, 
well attended meeting. There is 
obviously a need for additional 
community facilities, the issue will 
be about the sustainability of such 
a venture. 

“The athletics club would like to 
see a running track provided there 
and the history group and 
museum of computing would be 
interested in museum use. There 
are a number of uses that could 
complement each other and work 
with a specialist school.” 

Anyone else interested in the 
use of school sites can contact the 
town council at Haverhill Arts 
Centre.

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Mother’s gift of kidney 
gives Carly new hope

A woman who was 
too ill to go on 
her honeymoon 
is now looking forward 
to starting a family after 
a life-saving transplant 
operation with a kidney 
donated by her mother. 

Carly Loveday, 31, said she 
was more worried about her 
mother Myra Stevenson than 
herself after the operation at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital on 
February 23. But they are 
both recovering well from the 
surgery and Carly hopes that 
if all is well following the 
crucial first six months after 
the operation, she and 
husband Christopher may be 
able to start the family they 
have been unable to consider 
in the past. 

Carly, of Old School 
Cottages, Kedington, was 
diagnosed with the kidney 
disease IgA Nephropathy 
after a routine doctor’s 
check-up revealed protein in 
her urine and high blood 
pressure. 

Carly did not feel unwell 
and continued to feel fine as 
long as she took her 
medication until October 
2007. Then she suffered a 
bout of food poisoning which 
left her badly dehydrated and 
with her kidneys unable to 
function properly. She spent 
the next four weeks travelling 
to West Suffolk Hospital for 
three-hour dialysis sessions 
three times a week. 

Her kidneys regenerated 
and she was able to stop 
dialysis and felt well until last 
year, when her condition 
deteriorated and for the six 
months before the transplant 



tests showed that her kidneys 
were functioning at less than 
10 per cent. 

Carly said: “I felt tired quite 
a lot and if I got out of my 
daily routine and had a late 
night, I would really feel it. 
When I went for dialysis in 
2007 it had been discussed 
that I might need a 
transplant at some point. 

“My mum was really 
worried about it, not the 
actual operation, but that 
they would find something 
wrong with her so that it 
could not go ahead. I was 
really more worried about 


her than myself because I 
knew I would have to have 
the operation at some point, 
but she did not have to. 
Obviously I am very grateful 
to her. 

“When we got married in 
September 20071 was not 
feeling too well, especially 
when the adrenaline ran out. 

“We could not go on our 
honeymoon to Sicily, but we 
did go to Las Vegas later. 
Christopher was tested as a 
possible donor, but I think 
they were saving him for 
later, as the kidney won’t last 
for ever, probably only about 


10 years. 

“The BBC Inside Out 
programme came to 
interview me before the 
operation and filmed in the 
operating room. I was very 
excited about being on 
television, but when I saw 
myself in the recovery room I 
looked awful. After 
everything that 
Addenbrooke’s has done for 
me I was happy to be able to 
raise the profile and give 
something back. They have 
been really good and I have 
great faith in the doctors 
there.”

Rule changes affect tax 
credit overpayments 

Q: I got a letter telling me I was 
overpaid tax credits dating back 
to the time I separated from my 
husband. 

This came as a total shock. I 
don’t have the amount of money 
they want me to pay back. I 
don’t know what to do - please 
can you help? 

A: If you have been overpaid 
because you separated from your 
partner or started living with a 
new partner and reported this 
change late, your overpayment 
may be reduced or even written 
oft. 

This is because under the new 
rules, HM Revenue and Customs 
will work out what you would 
have been paid if you had 
reported the change and made a 
new claim on time. They will 
offset the overpayment against 
this amount. HMRC calls this 
‘notional offsetting’. 

Ask the Tax Credits Helpline on 
0845 300 3900 for more 
information or write to the Tax 
Credit Office requesting that they 
look again at the amount of your 
overpayment. 

If you have been asked to pay 
back tax credits and you don’t 
understand why, or you think you 
don’t owe the money, you should

MR hits out over 
BBC allegations 


AN MP has hit back 
over allegations he put 
questions to Parliament 
after he went on a trip 
abroad funded by a 
foreign government. 

Richard Spring, who 
represents West Suffolk, said 
he was furious about the 
allegations - despite ad¬ 
mitting “technically” breach¬ 
ing parliamentary rules over 
a trip to Mauritius. 

The Conservative was one 
of 21 MPs, named in an 
investigation by the BBC, but 
claims he has been lumped 
in with “bad boy” politicians. 

It follows a visit by Mr 
Spring to the country, in July 
2009, paid for in part by the 
speaker of the national 
assembly of Mauritius. 

The MP asked three parlia-

mentary questions earlier 
this year that related to 
Mauritius. No interest app¬ 
ears to have been declared, 
the BBC reported. 

But the MP criticised the 
report as “ridiculous” and 
vented his fury at BBC pro¬ 
ducers. 

He said: “It is so ridiculous. 
The BBC has lumped me 
together with MPs who have 
done really bad things. I have 
been on the phone to them 
absolutely furious and they 
have changed the story on 
their website. 

“I went to Mauritius about 
the Chagos Islands, which 
are British, but the Maurit¬ 
ians want it to be part of their 
country.

“A few months later a 
debate about Mauritius came 
up in Parliament and I tabled 
three questions. 

“Before you had to register 
an interest every three 


months, but the month I 
went on the trip it changed to 
a year. 

“So I have technically 
breached the rules but I am 
absolutely furious. I am no 
angel but to be woken up at 
7am by the BBC over this 
trivial matter is ridiculous.” 

Mr Spring, who is not 
standing for re-election at 
this year’s general election, 
was one of 21 MPs - from all 
the major parties - that the 
report claims breached 
parliamentary regulations on 
more than 400 occasions. 

Some of the other MPs 
have also dismissed the 
breaches as technical errors 
or oversights. 

The strict rules on overseas 
visits are to ensure that 
nobody can accuse MPs of 
accepting hospitality in 
return for political favours.

DEMENTIA sufferers in Suffolk 
are set to get better services. 

Suffolk County Council’s adult and 
community services scrutiny committee 
has pledged to support improved services 
as part of its dementia strategy. 

The number of Suffolk residents aff¬ 
ected by dementia is set to rise by 65 per 
cent for those aged 65 and over - up from 
around 10,000 people in 2008 to more 
than 16,000 people by 2025. 

The committee agreed to support 
Suffolk’s various organisations and will 
continue to work together with them to 
tackle the predicted increase in the 
number of people living with dementia. 

Members of the committee also want to 
ensure that funding is available to support 
the strategy, request more detailed 
information about the number of people 
living with dementia across the county 
and how they are being supported by new 
services. 

It will also extend the flexible home 
dementia support service across the 
county and set up a joint working party 
with partners to review how services are 
developing in Suffolk and continue to 
raise awareness of issues associated with 
the condition. 

Cllr Anne Whybrow, chairman of the 
adult and community services scrutiny 
committee, said: “I am pleased that so 
much progress has already been made in 
Suffolk to improve services for people 
with this very serious condition. 

“Our recommendations are about 
continuing to work together to build on 
the momentum we have created to 
prepare for the predicted increase in 
dementia cases over coming years, and to 
help people live well with the condition 
today. 

“It is only with all the authorities 
working together with the voluntary 
sector and communities that we will make 
full preparation for our ageing population 
and those affected with dementia. There 
is still plenty of work to do yet, but we are 
on the right track.” 

Cllr Colin Noble, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio holder for adult and 
community services said: “Suffolk was 
first off the mark in responding to the 
national challenge to boost services for 
people with dementia, and we have 
already made significant strides with our 
partners. 

“The challenge for us now is to safe¬ 
guard our services and build on these 
foundations, even as the number of 
people requiring care and support 
increases. 

“With the current and future financial 
environment likely to put greater pressure 
on us all, this will be a major challenge, 
and one we can only hope to achieve by 
working together with our partners and 
finding solutions collaboratively.”

FANS of car boot sales are being warn¬ 
ed to be on the lookout for traders 
selling counterfeit and smuggled 
cigarettes this Easter. 

HM Revenue and Customs (HMRC) 
has warned bargain hunters that low- 
cost tobacco products can often seem 
like an attractive offer but their sale is 
unlicensed and unregulated. With 
expertly-crafted packaging, it is almost 
impossible to spot whether the 
cigarettes are counterfeit. 

A spokesman said that like any other 
counterfeit product, individuals don’t 


know exactly what they are buying. 

Keith Morgan, specialist invest¬ 
igation detection manager for HMRC 
said: “With an estimated £2 billion in 
revenue being drained from the public 
purse each year by tobacco smugglers 
alone, the problem of excise fraud is a 
real one, which we are determined to 
crack. 

“This is not an innocent or victim¬ 
less crime but one that encourages 
otherwise honest people to trade with 
criminals. 

“We have active and effective teams 


of officers operating across Suffolk to 
disrupt this illicit trade, which has a 
devastating impact on legitimate 
retailers having to compete against 
these black market traders. 

“The gangs behind this form of 
criminality reap huge profits from 
cigarette sales which are ploughed 
straight back into the criminal 
underworld, feeding activities like 
drug dealing and fraud.”

The day I finally met my 
family after 56 years’ 



S TANDING on 
the doorstep, her 
head spinning 
and heart 
hammering, Sue 
Jiggins was a bag of 
nerves. 

Adopted at birth, the 
56-year-old was about to 
meet her biological 
mother for the very first 
time - and she was 
terrified. 

“I had a terrible pain in 
my chest; I thought I was 
going to have a heart 
attack,” admits Sue, with a 
laugh. “It felt like I was 
about to go on stage but I 
hadn’t rehearsed my lines 
- or that I was going for a 
job interview. I was hiding

behind my husband like a 
child! I kept thinking: 
‘What if she doesn’t like 
the look of me?”’ 

Ever since the Girton 
woman discovered she 
was adopted - her 
adoptive mother broke 
the news when she was 10 
- Sue had dreamed of 
finding her birth family; 
finally, after months of 
hard work and soul- 
searching, the moment of 
reunion had arrived. 

“My sister opened the 
door,” remembers Sue. 
“And there was my 
mother, standing behind 
her. I said: ‘It’s really nice 
to meet you’ and she 
smiled... It was an odd 
feeling, being there with 
these complete strangers, 
but knowing they were 
actually my family. 

“No matter what 
happens in the future, 
even if I never see them 
again, I will always be glad 
I found them. I know who 
my family are now; I know 
who I am.” 

Sue, herself a mum-of- 
four, was born in Surrey in 
the winter of 1953. Until 
last year, all she knew was 
that she had been placed 


in a children’s home at 
birth and adopted at 10 
weeks old; Sue now knows 
that her parents, both 
Australian, had met in 
London, got together and 
had her out of wedlock. At 
the time, she explains, 
that was quite a scandal. 

“My mother, Margaret, 
was the youngest of seven. 
Her mother died when 
she was only three and 
she was raised by her 
older sister, who was 11,” 
Sue recounts. 

“When I was born she 
felt she couldn’t keep me; 
she thought her father, 
who was quite elderly by 
then, would be very upset 
if she arrived back in 
Australia with a baby. So 
she put me in the 
children’s home.” 

Adopted by a childless 
couple from Cambridge, 
the Vickers, Sue says the 
first three years of her life 
were happy. Her new 
parents had lost two 
babies at six months old, 
so she was a badly wanted 
child. 

But then her mother, 
Sylvia, fell ill. Doctors 
diagnosed a tumour on 
the spine - and gave her a 


matter of weeks to live. “It 
must have been 
devastating for her and 
my father,” says Sue. 
“They’d waited so long to 
have a family and, so soon 
after they got me, their 
world fell apart.” 

Although Sylvia defied 
the doctors’ predictions - 
she actually lived for 
years, well into her 60s - 
she was an invalid for 
most of Sue’s childhood. 
For six years she was in 
and out of hospital and, 
even when she was at 
home, she was pretty 
much confined to bed. 

“I had no relationship 
with my mother at all, to 
be honest,” admits Sue. “I 
used to sit on her lap for 
five minutes and that 
would be it, she’d be too 
tired. And my father was 
out at work: he wanted to 
run his own business and 
he was very determined. 

“I spent most of my 
time with au pairs or with 
the cleaner - she was the 
one who organised my 
birthday parties. The one 
thing I wanted more than 
anything was a brother or 
sister to play with. I ended 
up playing with the cats: 


there was one Siamese, in 
particular, who was very 
friendly, so I used to put 
him in a pushchair and 
wheel him round the 
garden.” 

Sue spent the early 
years of her life in Girton - 
in the very house she lives 
in now. But, when she was 
10, her parents decided to 
relocate to a bungalow in 
Cambridge. “It was when 
we moved that my mother 
told me I was adopted,” 
says Sue. “I was 10 at the 
time and I couldn’t take it 
in, I couldn’t believe it. I 
remember thinking: ‘But I 
thought I was your child’.” 

Sue met her husband, 
Peter, when they were 
young teenagers. “We 
actually met at Jesus 
Green swimming pool,” 
she recounts. “It was love 
at first sight. That was a 
happy time for me; as a 
child I hadn’t had many 
happy moments, so it was 
lovely.” 

The couple married 
when Sue was 21. Her 
happiness would have 
been complete - but then, 
right before the wedding, 
her father left her mother 
for a younger woman. 
“When I think about 
everything she went 
through - losing her 
babies, being so ill, losing 
her husband - it does 
make me feel very sad,” 
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Sue admits. 

Sue and Peter went on 
to have four children of 
their own, all boys, now 
aged from 32 to 17. 

Despite her own unhappy 
childhood experiences, 
Sue says she always 
wanted to have a family of 
her own - and give her 
children as much joy and 
love in their lives as 
possible. 

When Sue’s old home in 
Girton came up for sale, 
she and Peter decided to 
buy it; Sue says she felt 
drawn to the place, even 
though her memories of it 
were mixed. 

“I think I’m quite a 
strong person and I’ve 
certainly got a happy 
disposition,” she smiles. 
“Luckily for me, I tend to 
bounce back.” 

Sitting at her dining 
room table, Sue points out 
a collection of black and 
white photos displayed on 
a corner shelf. There are 
pictures of both her 
adoptive parents there; 
sadly, both have long 
since died - her mother of 
meningitis, aged 65. 

“I’d been thinking about 
tracing my biological 
family for years,” 
continues Sue. “I always 
wanted to find them but 
I’d never found the right 
time. It wasn’t until our 
eldest, Andre, moved out 
to Australia that I decided 
to take the plunge: I knew 
my parents were 
Australian, you see, from 
the birth certificate. And 
Andre encouraged me, he 
said he’d help. I also 
thought that time was 
running out: I knew my 
mother would be in her 
80s.” 

Using what little 
documentation she had, 
Sue started piecing her 
story together. “A social 
worker came to see me 
and suggested going 
through various agencies,” 
she says. “But I had the 
address of a house where 
my mother had lived 
when she was young; I 
knew it was a long shot, 


but I thought it couldn’t 
hurt to write.” 

A few weeks later, out of 
the blue, Sue’s phone rang 
on a Sunday afternoon. 
The Australian woman on 
the other end of the line 
explained she was now the 
occupant of the old 
address - and she knew 
Margaret, Sue’s mother. 

Put in touch with one of 
Margaret’s close friends, 
Sue started emailing her. 
“She was shocked,” says 
Sue. “She said she’d known 
my mother for 40 years 
and had no idea she’d had 
a child in London. She 
suggested I write a bit of 
an autobiography and put 
together some photos, 
send them to her and she 
would pass them on. I did 
that - but I heard nothing 
for months, four or five 
months! It was so 
frustrating.” 

Eventually, Sue heard 
from Margaret’s youngest 
daughter, Mandy. She was, 
it transpired, Sue’s full 
sister - one of her four full 
siblings. “I was so excited 
about that,” says Sue. “To 
have been raised as an 
only child and always 
dreamed of having 
brothers and sisters, well, 
it was amazing to think 
that, all that time, I was 
actually the eldest of five.” 

Although Sue was 
overjoyed to hear from 
Mandy, she was 
concerned to learn that 
Margaret’s response had 
been less enthusiastic. 
“Apparently she’d said: T 
didn’t really want to go 
there’,” Sue continues. “I 
felt sad, drained, very 
upset, very emotional... 
But Mandy was really 
friendly. She said it had 
been a huge shock to find 
out about me, but that I’d 
be more than welcome to 
visit and stay with her. 
Apparently my mother 
had kept the whole thing a 
big secret.” 

Sue learned that her 
parents had married on 
returning to Australia, 
settled down together and 
had a family. She also

discovered that Rebecca, 
the eldest of the four 
children they’d raised in 
Adelaide, was less than 12 
months her junior: Sue is 
56, Rebecca 55. That 
meant only one thing - 
that Rebecca too had been 
born out of wedlock in 
London but, for some 
reason, Margaret had 
decided to take her home 
to Australia. 

“I felt really rejected at 
that point,” admits Sue. “I 
didn’t know why she felt 
she had to give me up - yet 
felt able to keep Rebecca. 
In fact I still don’t know.” 

Yet, determined to stay 
positive, Sue decided to be 
brave - and pick up the 
phone to her birth mother 
(her biological father had 
died some time earlier). 
Mandy warned her not to 
be disappointed if their 
mum seemed a bit cool. “I 
was absolutely trembling,” 
remembers Sue. “But we 
spoke. It was a very 
strange feeling: this was 
my birth mother I was 
talking to, yet she was a 
complete stranger.” 

After making that first 
contact, Sue and Peter 
decided to take a trip to 
Australia, to both visit 
Andre and meet Sue’s 
family. Waiting at the 
airport, for her brother 
Nick to pick her up, Sue 
says she felt “horribly 
nervous”. But Nick, like the 
rest of his siblings, gave 
her a really warm 
reception. 

For the duration of the 
visit, Sue says Margaret 
was perfectly friendly, but 
she remained distant. 
Feeling unable to ask too 
many questions, for fear of 
upsetting her birth 
mother, Sue admits she 
left Australia still wanting 
some answers: why had 
her existence been kept a 
secret? Why was she put 
up for adoption, and 
Rebecca not? 

But the biggest question 
of all was answered. “I 
know now where I come 
from: it really is like 
finding that missing piece 
of the jigsaw,” says Sue. 
“When I started out on 
this journey I felt daunted, 
my mind was full of ‘What 
if this?’ and ‘What if that?’ 

“What I’ve learned is 
that, whatever you 
discover, you can’t look 
back - you just have to 
keep looking forward.” 


Pupils get 
free laptops 

NEARLY 400 children in 
Cambridgeshire have 
been given free laptops 
in the first two months 
of a Government 
scheme. 

A total of 375 grants 
have been awarded to 
households in the 
county as part of the 
Home Access 
programme, which 
provides low-income 
families with a 
computer and a year’s 
free internet access. 
Across the East of 
England, 7,099 children 
have been awarded 
grants, including 1,525 
in Essex, 1,265 in 
Hertfordshire and 277 
in Suffolk. 

Half a million parents 
and guardians have 
contacted the 
programme nationwide 
and 276,886 
application packs have 
been sent out. Some 
76,773 families have 
had their applications 
passed. 

Schools minister Diana 
Johnson said: “It’s 
great that, just two 
months into this 
scheme, between 20 
and 35 per cent of 
eligible families across 
England have already 
received Home Access 
grants. 

“The social and educat¬ 
ional benefits of getting 
online at home are 
clear. 

“Eligible families should 
make sure they submit 
their application for a 
grant and make the 
most of this fantastic 
opportunity.” 

To qualify for the 
scheme, families must 
have a child in school 
Years 3 to 9, and either 
qualify for free school 
meals or receive 
income support and 
have an overall annual 
income of less than 
£16,040. 

Each family is given up 
to £528 to spend, 
which is aimed at 
ensuring children from 
deprived backgrounds 
have access to the 
internet.

Easter: It’s best to 
go for the dough - 
and avoid the doh! 


HOT cross buns are 
an essential part of 
the Easter ritual. 

Here’s how to make 
them yourself (makes 
eight large buns): 

250g Allinson strong 
white bread flour 
250g Allinson 

wholemeal plain flour 
7g sachet of Allinson 
easy-bake yeast 
1 teaspoon mixed spice 
1 teaspoon salt 
50g Billingtons golden 
castor sugar 
250ml warm milk 
legg 

50g butter, softened

For the dough cross: 

1 tablespoon milk 
1 tablespoon plain flour 

1 tablespoon water 

For the glaze: 

2 talespoons Billingtons 
golden caster sugar 

Method: 

■ Put the flour, sugar, 
yeast and salt into a 
bowl. 

■ Stir in the milk, butter 
and egg to form a soft 
dough, then mix in the 
dried fruits along with 
the orange zest. 

■ Turn onto a floured 


surface and knead for 
10 minutes. 

■ Place in a clean bowl 
and cover with a clean 
tea towel and leave to 
prove. The dough will 
double in size, which 
can take up to an hour. 

■ Divide the dough into 
8 equal pieces and 
shape, then place on a 
lightly-floured baking 
tray. (Top tip: If you 
have time, cover with a 
tea towel and leave in a 
warm place again for 
20-30 minutes.) 

■ To make the cross, 
mix the flour and water 
to make a soft but 
pipable paste. Pour the 


mixture into a piping 
bag, snip the end and 
pipe a cross over the 
dough. 

■ Bake in an oven 
preheated to 200 C/400 
F/Gas Mark 6 for 15-20 
minutes until golden. 

■ To glaze, mix the 
sugar with 2 
tablespoons of boiling 
water. As soon as the 
buns come out of the 
oven, brush with the 
sugar syrup and leave to 
cool.

Yorkshire’s Shakespeare 
on board for a coach trip 



I EN of the World is a play I’m 
very fond of. It’s a three-hander 
about a trio of long distance 
coach drivers who have just returned 
from a holiday down the Rhine Valley 
with a group of old age 
pensioners, and they 
recount the many 
episodes on that 
particular trip. 

In a lot of 
ways it’s a 
celebration of 


a dispossessed section of our society. 
It’s touching and amusing, I’d like to 
think. It’s also, if you like, about people 
whose aspirations aren’t particularly 
high and, given the poor returns on 
their pension investments, a bus 
trip is all they can afford. 

It’s political with a small p. It 
certainly isn’t candy floss. I 
think it’s got a point to make 
about how that sector of society 
has been let down in many ways. 


As he prepares to direct a revival of his 2002 play Men of the World in Cambridge, the 
prolific, multi-award-winning writer John Godber shares the secrets of his success. 

other middle class people. I’m not 


Throwing different people together in 
new situations is a great melting pot. 

That’s like boiling frogs. The dialectic in 
this play is you have an elderly driver 
who is nearly the same age as the 
passengers and you’ve got a younger 
driver who absolutely hates these trips 
and would much rather be on the 18- 
30 holiday to Malaga. The truth of the 
matter is we’re all getting older, and the 
potential for bus travel or caravan 
holidays or sedentary leisure activities 
becomes more and more a reality. 

I’ve always written about unlikely 
subjects. It’s true I’ve written a lot 
about ordinary people in ordinary jobs; 
these are people with whom I’ve had 
some involvement with and some 
affinity to, and there’s an absence of 
other people writing about them and 
giving voice to their hopes, fears and 
expectations. These are the people I see 
on the street and I interface with and 
that’s who I write about. They may not, 
in fact, be theatregoers. I’ve always 
assumed that theatregoers are going to 
go anyway, and I always felt, perhaps 
because of my own background, that I 
wanted to bring in people for who, on 
the face of it, theatre isn’t for them but 
who, having dipped a toe in the water, 
think, actually, this is for us. 

At one time, theatre was dominated 
by plays about working class people 
written by middle class people for 


sure that s entirely the case now. I 
suppose I’ve become one of those 
middle class people. The paradox is 
one writes something from a point of 
view, the plays become successful and 
suddenly you’re no longer living in a 
garret. I’d be the first to admit that. But 
that doesn’t mean to say the heart and 
the affection and the empathy isn’t still 
there. 

Sometimes I get slightly frustrated by 
plays about, in inverted commas, 
ordinary people, where it’s all doom 
and gloom. Clearly it’s difficult because 
of economic and educational 
circumstances, and quite often 
dysfunctional circumstances, but also 
there are elements of people with very 
little money to spend who are trying to 
make the best of it. 

That statistic about me being the UK’s 
third most performed playwright gets 
quoted a lot. But I don’t walk around 
thinking about it. My plays are done a 
hell of a lot, but they’re done badly quite 
a bit, and I’ve witnessed them. I’ve 
always thought, if you want to see an 
Ayckbourn, go to Scarborough and 
watch Alan do it, and if you’re going to 
see a John Godber play, see one that 
he’s directed, because I think quite 
often other people miss the nuance and 
just go for the straight, big comedy. 
They miss the poetry and I think they 


also miss the pain. 

Of course I was surprised when 
Bouncers - a play inspired by a 
Pontefract nightclub - became a big 
international hit. But you look back and 
you think, what was it that made it 
work? Perhaps it was the elan of the 
storytelling - just four people playing all 
those parts. Or perhaps it was 
something to do with the truth, with the 
tawdry nature of the evening 
experience. I’ve seen it in Flemish and I 
couldn’t understand what the hell they 
were doing. They could have been 
doing Postman Pat for all I knew. And it 
was recently done again in Los 
Angeles, where they’d set it in Ireland, 
because they clearly thought that was 
northern England. 

Never think there’s nothing left to 
learn, because you’d be wrong. You 
also need to know your enemy - know 
what’s out there and find where you fit 
into the panorama of things. There are a 
lot of people writing plays that could 
have been written by other people, and 
if you’re serious about writing then you 
have to find the pulse, the beat that 
makes it work for you. And once you’ve 
found your own voice, stick to it.

ACCORDING to official 
Government statistics, no 
less, John Godber is the third 
most performed playwright in 
the UK, after William 
Shakespeare and Alan 
Ayckbourn. 

Born in West Yorkshire in 
1956, the BAFTA and Olivier 
Award-winning writer worked 
as a drama teacher before 
becoming artistic director of 
the struggling Hull Truck 
Theatre Company in 1984. 

Through plays like Up ’n’ 
Under, Teechers, On The 
Piste and April in Paris, 
Godber - described by The 
Guardian as “Yorkshire’s own 
contemporary Shakespeare” 

- developed a distinctive 
style of observational comedy 
drama, often focusing on 
working class people in 
ordinary jobs and situations. 
In total he has written more 
than 50 original plays and 
adaptations. 

A professor of drama at 
Hull University and Professor 
of popular theatre at 
Liverpool Hope University, he 
has also written extensively 
for television, and directed 
the 1998 feature film version 
of Up ’n’ Under.

All-singing, all-dancing 
show is a real beauty 


I T’S not every day you see a talking teapot 
take to the stage. Or a chorus line of 
cutlery inviting you to dinner. 

Or a singing candelabra setting fire to someone’s 
bottom. In fact, fans of minimalist theatre had better 
make themselves scarce while Disney’s Beauty and 
the Beast is on at the ADC, Cambridge, this week. 

Based on Disney’s 1991 animated film, the all¬ 
singing, all-dancing show is world-famous for its 
flamboyance. It became one of the longest-running 
musicals in Broadway history, and enjoyed a hit West 
End run and two UK tours. Now it’s being staged by 
the Pied Pipers, one of the first regional theatre 
companies granted permission to perform it. 

“It’s such a fun show,” says director Sarah Phelps. 
“It’s a good balance of comedy and seriousness, it’s 
colourful and loud, it has amazing special effects and 
it’s got a happy ending. What more could you want?” 

Beauty and the Beast tells a familiar fairytale: 
thwarted crone (aka beautiful enchantress in disguise) 
transforms arrogant prince into hideous beast, a curse 
that can only be lifted by someone falling in love with 
him. Could the lovely Belle be the one, or will pea¬ 
brained hunk Gaston stand in the way? 

Well, you can probably guess the answer to that - 
but don’t expect the obvious when it comes to the 
cast of characters. In Disney’s version, the Beast’s 
servants have all been transformed into household 
objects: cheese graters, wardrobes, rugs, teaspoons 
- you name it. Cue a colossal costume challenge. 

“We’ve tried to make them as close to the cartoon 
version as we can,” says Sarah. “There are some 
limitations, like in the film Mrs Potts is a teapot - 
she’s basically a head with a spout as her nose. You 
can’t really do that with a person, but we’ve found 
ways of getting round it.” 

Other costume challenges have been tackled head- 
on too. Lumiere the candelabra, for example, has a 
flame-thrower in each hand. “So we’ve spent a happy 
hour or so in a car park sending off flames in various 
directions, and saying ‘Hmm, no - that’s definitely 
going to set fire to the napkins 1 . And when the napkins

are real people that could be a problem!” says Sarah. 

With a cast of 36 doubling up as townspeople and 
enchanted objects, there’s no doubt Beauty and the 
Beast will be visually spectacular. But let’s not 
forget Alan Menken’s music: the film won 
an Oscar for Best Original Score, and 
was the first ever movie to receive three 
Oscar nominations for Best Song - for 
Belle, Be Our Guest, and eventual 
winner Beauty and the Beast, all of 
which feature in the show. 

And Sarah, who’s also a music 
teacher, has long been a fan: “When 
I was 161 used to babysit for three 
children, and one night, when I’d 
finally managed to wrestle them 
into bed, I remember putting 
on Beauty and the Beast, and 
right from the opening bars of 
the music, thinking, ‘Ooh, this 
is going to be an amazing film’, and 
not being disappointed by any of it. 

The opening bars still give me 
shivers. I just think the music is 
really what sells this show. It’s so 
beautiful.”

RELEASED in 2005, the original 
Nanny McPhee was a strong 
successor to Mary Poppins in every 
way. 

Adapted from the Nurse Matilda 
books by Christianna Brand, the film 
pitted seven mischievous tykes 
against an ugly woman with a 
snaggle tooth, warts and an 
oversized nose, who had a few 
tricks up her sleeve when it came to 
childcare. 

Susanna White’s colourful sequel 
casts an even more bewitching 
spell, introducing the mysterious 
nanny to a family in crisis in 
wartime Britain. 

Nanny McPhee and The Big Bang is 
a glorious, rumbustious romp that 
once again demonstrates Emma 
Thompson’s magical touch in front 
of and behind the camera. 

As screenwriter, she crafts 


believable, funny and endearing 
characters, whose plights move us 
to laughter and tears as the plot 
twists and turns. 

In her guise as the eponymous 
guardian angel, Thompson 
underlines the central message 
about inner beauty with another 
sparkling performance. Also, she 
gels wonderfully with her young 
co-stars. 

While her husband (McGregor) is 
away at war, Mrs Green (Gyllenhaal) 
valiantly takes care of the farm with 
her three children, Norman 
(Butterfield), Megsie (Woods) and 
Vincent (Steer). 

When she’s not tending the 
homestead, Mrs Green earns a little 
money in the village shop - run by 


doddering Mrs Docherty (Smith). 
Chaos ensues when snooty, well-to- 
do cousins Cyril (Vlahos) and Celia 
(Taylor-Ritson) come to stay and 
take an immediate dislike to the rest 
of the brood. 

Thankfully, Nanny McPhee 
(Thompson) arrives in the nick of 
time to prevent serious injury. She 
uses her special walking stick to 
show the little brats that the best 
way to overcome any problem is to 
work together. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Green’s brother Phil 
(Ifans) schemes to get his sister to 
sell the farm so he can pay off his 
spiralling debts and avoid a beating 
from Miss Topsey (Matthews) and 
hulking sidekick, Miss Turvey 
(Brand).

I f you want to sow seeds 
earlier, have better crops 
of tomatoes and 
cucumbers, and tender 
plants during the cooler 
months, it may be time to 
buy a greenhouse. 

TV gardening gum Alan 
Titchmarsh loves pottering in his 
Hampshire greenhouse, which 
measures 8ft x 15ft, but advises 
green-fingered enthusiasts to think 
carefully about their needs before 
they buy. 

“Make it twice as big as you 
think you need, because however 
big a greenhouse you get you will 
fill it to overflowing. Buy the largest 
you can possibly afford and fit in,” 
he says. 

“My greenhouse is packed. I 
keep thinking I’ll have to have a 
purge in spring and throw a lot out 
so I can do something new but it’s 
difficult to find the heart to throw 
things away which are growing 
well.” 

Don’t forget to allow for hidden 
costs of a greenhouse, he advises. 
Installing electricity and water will 
make a dent in your budget, along 
with laying a path leading to the 
greenhouse. Things such as 
staging, propagators, watering 
systems and automatic vent

openers, plus blinds, heaters and 
insulation will also rack up the 
costs. 

Of course, not all of us need a 
greenhouse. If you only want a few 
bedding plants you may be better 
off with a heated propagator on a 
windowsill indoors and a few cold 
frames. 

A heated greenhouse will give 
you a much bigger range of plants 
to grow, he explains. 

“Try to get your heating sorted, 
preferably make it electric heating 
which is thermostatically 
controlled so you can save money 
on it. Even being able to keep the 
frost out will tremendously widen 
the range of plants you can grow in 
there.” 

Fan heaters move the air around 
and will heat a larger area 
efficiendy, while tubular heaters 
are suitable for smaller spaces. You 


can also buy heated propagators 
and soil-warming cables if you 
only want to heat the seeds you are 
sowing. 

Invest in a maximum/minimum 
thermometer and put it where it 
will be easily read, but out of direct 
sun, which will interfere with the 
reading. 

“An unheated greenhouse limits 
your season from April to 
September, although you can put 
hardy shrubs, flowering currants 
and camellias in there in pots if it’s 
unheated, it will bring them on 
earlier,” says Alan. 

The greenhouse should be 
placed in full sun, because if it’s 
shady the plants tend to become 
leggy. Place it in the most open site 
you can, keeping it around 10m 
(30ft) from any big trees, if you can. 
This is because of the shade they 
may cast and because the falling 
leaves and twigs will block gutters 
and increase the frequency with 
which you have to clean the glass. 

“You can potter in the 
greenhouse all year round but 
there will come that hard core of 
winter from November to 
February when it’s quiet, although 
my own greenhouse has been full 
of scented leaf pelargoniums right 
the way through. 

“We’ve got marguerites 


flowering in there and little white 
jasmine.” 

If you want to grow ornamentals 
in your greenhouse, work out what 
temperature you can keep the 
greenhouse at and grow plants 
that suit that environment, rather 
than trying to match the heat to 
the needs of a variety of plants. 

To keep an unheated 
greenhouse looking good, try to 
grow a succession of flowers, 
which will mean encouraging 
some plants to bloom a bit earlier 
than normal. 

Scented shrubs are great early 
flowerers. The hardy Daphne 
odoraAureomarginata, for 
example, produces pale purple- 
pink fragrant flowers naturally 
early in the year and even earlier if 
it’s under cover. 

Other shrubs which look great in 
the greenhouse include mimosa 
(Acacia dealbata) and Buddleia 
asiatica. 

Investing in a greenhouse will 
allow you to experiment with 
seeds, grow more fruit and veg, 
take cuttings and widen the range 
of plants you grow. 

And it may look pretty as well.

‘Chelsea tractor’ values ‘will 
be hit by latest fuel cost rises’ 


VALUES of used ‘Chelsea 
tractors’ could drop by up to 
10 per cent in the next six 
months as fuel prices continue 
to soar. 

E-retailer, Carsite.co.uk, is 
warning of another round of 
price falls for thirsty second 
hand 4x4s as petrol prices 
head toward a record 120p 
per litre - spurred by a weak 
pound and the Budget’s Ip 
fuel duty rise. 

The last downturn, during 
the fuel price surge in 2008, 
stripped thousands in value 
from used off-roaders and 
large family cars with many 
owners unable to sell their 
vehicle on. 

Carsite.co.uk suggests the 
additional financial burden 
placed on drivers by the fuel 
price spike could trigger 
another drop in buyer 
confidence for large petrol- 
powered cars, stripping as 
much as 10 per cent of value 
from the least economical 
used models.

Between early February and 
March the AA reported a 17 
per cent surge in the 
wholesale price of petrol and a 
weaker pound continues to put 
upward pressure on fuel 
costs. 

Alistair Jeff, sales director at 
Carsite.co.uk, commented: 
“With record fuel prices 
potentially sustaining at these 
high levels we could see a 
repeat of the knee-jerk 
reaction experienced in 2008 
that saw dwindling values in 
the large family car market. 
Whilst the proposed 
showroom tax will make 
buying large 4x4s even more 


expensive, those who have 
recently invested in a new gas 
guzzler could be about to 
suffer from increased 
depreciation with their 
vehicle.” 

In July 2008, the price of 
petrol reached an all-time high 
of 119.7p per litre propelling a 
rapid downturn in demand for 
uneconomical vehicles. As 
values of “gas guzzlers” 
plummeted, dealerships com¬ 
pounded the problem by 
refusing to take the 
biggest fuel burners in part 
exchange, as the models were 
seen as too difficult to sell. 

Second hand 4x4 models 
that quickly lost value in the 
2008 price falls - and stand to 
fall again in the current market 
- include the Range Rover 
Sport, Audi Q7 and BMW X5. 
Almost £6,000-or around 10 
per cent - has been wiped 
from the CAP trade value of 
both the Range Rover Sport 
and BMW X5 in just six 
months. 


Fuel prices go up 

PETROL prices have edged closer to a record 
high this week after motorists were hit with a 1 p 
a litre fuel duty increase. 

The rise takes prices from an average of 
117.8p a litre to just under 119p — almost up to 
the record of 119.7p reached in 2008. 

The pain could have been even greater for 
road users if Chancellor Alistair Darling had not 
decided to introduce the near-3p fuel duty rise - 
scheduled for April 1 - in three stages. 

Drivers will now pay an extra 1 p, a further 1 p 
in October and another 0.76p next January.
